Geese con digest graso—why . 
not hens? After patient experi- 
ment, Tullis isolated the diges- 
tive juices which geese have 
but hens Inck, and succeeded tn 
manufacturing them synthetl- 
cally, On being fed press clicts 
mixed with these juices, ail and 
earbohydrates, hens put op 
welght and lnid better, 


The only remaining dunculty 
was that they grew tremendous- 
ly long legs and looked: as is 
they were scratching with stilts. 
Tullis adjusted the balance of 
tho ingredients and tried again. 


As o result, poultry tarmers- 
today ure feeding their birds on 
pellet grass. Full-grown grass- 
fed hens weigh an average 
pound more than those ralsed 
on other foods. Egg yields are 
up. Good grass-fed birds have | 
Jaid 245 eggs ‘a year, On increase 
of about 45, and inferior layers 
have produced 180 eggs instead 
of about 150. 


Part of the easing of Britain's 
present day egg supply is due to 
pellet grass. Smunll farmers tind © 
that the pellets enable them | to’ 
keep 200 birds instead of 26. 


Fibre-free 


On a Cheshire farm, similarly, 
pigs have been fed on grass. 
protein, giving a yicld of 70 Ib. 
of pork per acre. Though grass 
in too fibrous for feeding in 
quantity to pigs, the dimeculty 
has been” overcome “dy tho 
manufacture of a fbre-freo 
‘grass cheese’, . 


A leading grass scientist, Dr . 
R. E. Slude, estimates that the 
9,000,000 acres of sruble land in 
Britain, If put down to grass, 
could produce enough  prot¢in=.° 
rich grasa cheese to feed 40,000,- - 
000 people. This stil Icaves 
force the permanent pastures 
and rough grazing for cattle ta 
cupply meat and milk. 


Grass can no longer be un- 
thinkingly trodden underfoot. In 
its sustaining new guise, it may 
yet yleld o new foodstuff to °

Following the grass trail, 
British Government technicians 
have .taken over two -semi- 
derelict farms near Stratford- 
on-Avon as grassland improve- 
ment centres. Typical of many 
neglected marginal acres, water- 
courses werc choked, hedges 
overgrown, drainage blocked 
and rabbits played amid the 
weeds and brambles. Tha 
scientists sought to discover tha 
effect of weeds. on the actual 
physical propertigs of gress.

ZOOMING TO PROSPERITY 
ON THE WIND... 


ETTING an example to 
S Hongkong und, per- 

haps, the world, wind- 
mills 120 feet high muy soon 
epring up at vantage points 
around the coasts of Bri- 
tain. From = rocky Land’s 
End to rugged John 0’ 
Groats, Britain. has some of 
the windiest coastlines on 
earth. Gales, sometimes 
rising: te 112 miles per hour, 
buffet in from the Atlantic. 
Seventy miles per hour wind 
wolocitics are often record- 
ed. > 
-Uitherto this intensive 
wind power has largely run 
to waste. The cost of har- 
nessings seemed prohibitive. 
As in the Middle West, 
wind-vanes have been used 
to generate electric power 
enly by a few comparatively 
isolated farms.

In the 
Orkneys, a survey party has 
spent several months carry- 
ing out exhaustive wind 
velocity trials. 

Until recently, one of the 
foremost difficulties in mak- 
ing the most of Britain's 
wind assets lay in the luct.

AND reform is the 
LL banner cry, the battle 

slogan of the North 
Korean => Communist {n- 
vaders. What then are tho 
known facts about the Com- 
munist reforms? 


Both during and after the 
Soviet , occupation of Northern 
Korea (north of the 38th 
Parallel), certain agvarian 
measures were undertaken by 
the Communist — authorities, 
What was done amounted to 
the initial stage of on agrarian 
revolution, closely following 
the example of the expropria- 
tion of Innd-owners In the first 
yenrs following the Sovict Oc- 
tober Revolution of 1017. 


decree of the North 
Korean Peoples' Governmeut 
and the Praesidjum of — the 
Peoples’ Supreme Assembly, oll 
landlords were summarily ex- 
propriated. Only small farm- 
steads and Properties — tilled 
by the farmer himself were 
exempt.

There is no doubt that this - 


ngtarian revolution was at 
first welcomed by large num- 
bers of the landless or im- 
poverished land proletariat in 
Northern Korea. Its {ntroduc- 
tion, under generally chaotic 
conditions, In :the  battle-torn 
areas of the South, is much 
too recent to gauge the reac- 
tlon of. the villagers and poor 
peasants. 


In the South, the Icgitimate 
outhoritics had been preparing 
land reform bared on recog- 
nition of tillers’ rights. What 
the Invaders have |kmposcd is 
comething quite different— 
wholessle expropriation with~ 
out any recognition of the 
inalienable interests of the 
peasants, 

In the North, where the ‘“re- 
form" mensures have been in 
operation for some ‘time, there 
Is much evidence of growing 
dissatifaction and disuppoint- 
ment. 
The peasants have seen its 
frnudulent nature and recog- 
nise that, instead of being® bet- 
ter off, their standard of Mving 
has decreased immeasurably. 
Fears that the  ‘‘re-nJlocation” 
of land may nat be permanent 
and that their own plot may 
be taken from them ot any 
time ore ever present; their 
walting hours have been 
lengthened and muny of their 
rights have been taken away.
